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Sewer

Condemnation proceedings to 
obtain sanitary sewer rights-of- 
way through 61 parcels of 
property were initiated 
Thursday afternoon by Madison 
County Board Chairman Nelson 
Hangauer of Granite City and 
Larry Calvo, condemnation 
attorney for the county’s special 
sewer committee. 

Both signed a condemnation 
petition and filed it with the 
court Thursday afternoon, 
asking the court to condemn the 
parcels and set a fair com- 
pensation rate for each. 

The petition names 107 in- 
dividuals who own the property, 
hold liens on parcels or have 
other ownership interests. 

Among the property being 
condemned is one site for a lift 
station. Two lift station sites 
have already been purchased 
and five or six are to be pur- 
chased, since tenative 
agreement has been reached 
with the owners, Calvo said. 

A hearing will be set on the 
petition, at which time the judge 
will consider whether to con- 
demn all the properties jointly 
or whether to have some con- 
sidered separately 
Negotiations and efforts to 
secure rights-of-way through 
the parcels will continue during 
this time and persons who do 
sign easements will be 
dismissed from the con- 
demnation suit, Calvo stated. 

Meanwhile, construction is 
proceeding well as interceptor 
lines are being constructed 
from the Mitchell area to the 
Granite City Army Installation, 
where they will link into the 
Granite City primary and 
secondary sewage treatment 
facilities. 

Collector lines already are in 
the ground in part of Brooks 
Addition of Mitchell, north of 

—Ashland Avenue and between 
Ashland and Barkley Street. 

Walter ‘‘Dick’’ Sparks, 
chairman of the special sewer 
committee, said he is very 
satisfied with the progress thus 
far, and assured everyone

Police pay hiked 7%

Initiation of a new job

GC budget pleas for revenue 
sharing funds exceed income 


The Granite City Council 
tomorrow night will have to 
wrestle with $767,706 worth of 
requests for federal revenue 
sharing funds, since the city is 
only expected to receive about 
$600,000 from the federal 
government for that fund in the 
1978-79 fiscal year. 

At last week’s meeting, 
Alderman Paul Ray Bowler, 
chairman of the finance com- 
mittee, told the council his 
committee has received 
requests from department 
heads for purchases from 
revenue sharing, and some 
funds already are committed. 

Unless the city’s tentative 
budget is amended to provide 
more money for police and fire 
salaries, revenue sharing will 
be the only source for the an- 
ticipated $330,956 in police and 
fire salaries not included in the 


city budget. The street 
department also is requesting 
$50,000 for salaries. 

He said the city also has 
committed funds to purchase 
two tandum trucks for the street 
department at a total of $40,000, 
and an asphalt spreader for that 
department costing $35,000. 

An estimated $1,000 from 
revenue sharing is needed for 
upkeep and replacement of the 
Optizom system which turns 
traffic lights: green for 
emergency vehicles, since no 
provision has been’ made for 
that purpose in the city budget. 

In addition, there are 
requests on file for purchases 
totaling $151,750 for the police 
department, $29,000 for the fire 
department and $212,400 for the 
street department (including

construction drive

Venice School: District 3 — 
beset by mounting money 
problems in recent years — now 
is facing an even more critical 
financial problem that may 
leave the district without funds 
to operate more than one-half af 
its current 1978-79 school year. 
While the new crisis is due to 
a great extent to a $5.5 million 
loss in property assessments 
Jast year, school officials 
revealed in a meeting Thursday 
night that the district may not 
receive further revenue under 
its Title VII federally funded 


programs, which could mean a 
loss of up to $355,000 in this 
year's school revenue. 

The district's serious funding 
problem was emphasized in 
Thursday’s meeting with the 
posting of a new school budget 
for the 1978-79 school year, 
totaling $2,305,679, of which 
$1,768,145 is earmarked for the 
educational fund. 

Even though the total of the 
new tentative budget is 
$110,279 below last year’s 
finally approved —_ap- 
Propriation of $2,415,598, it 
projects a deficit of $624,283. 

Of this: anticipated deficit, 


$395,194 is in the educational 
fund, and $213,019 is in the 
building fund. 

The overall deficit projected 
in the new budget is an increase 
of $203,350 over the deficit of 
$420,933 which was projected in 
the 1977-78 budget approved by 
the Board of Education last 
year. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Robert Vickers said that adding 
to the prospects of a large 
operating’ deficit during the 
school's current year — which 
began July 1 — is the potential

Diseased blackberry 
plants lack fruit

Blackberries or ‘‘nubbins’’ 
on blackberry plants that 
bloomed profusely indicates 
plant sterility and sterile black- 
berry plants Are best removed 
from the garden, The fruit 
failure may be complete, with 
no fruit set at all, or it may be 
partial — with production of 
misshapen berries ranging 
from nearly normal in ap- 
pearance to some with only a 
single drupelet. 

The production of such 
“nubbins” is generally caused 
by a virus disease. Affected 
plants produce new canes that 
are more vigorous, with 
glossier and rounder ‘leaflets 
than normal. The leaves also 
develop a brilliant, premature 
fall reddening. 

The flowers look normal but 
only a few, if any, drupelets will 
develop on each receptacle. 

— Fruit bud production for the 
next season is also reduced. The 
virus will spread in a planting, 
but how “it spreads is still 
unknown. There is also no 
known chemical control for this 
type of blackberry sterility. 

It is suggested that infected 
plants be grubbed out and 
destroyed. Try to get as much of 
the root system as possible. 
Check the area for wild or 
abandoned plantings with 
similar symptoms and remove 
them also. After the affected 
plants are removed, new plants 
can be purchased’ from nur- 
series next spring. 

Tomato, the universal garden 
crop in Southwestern Illinois, is 
subject to many diseases. The 
most common problems in 1978 
are fusarium wilt, early blight, 
Septoria leaf spot, leaf roll, and 
blossom-end rot. Anthracnose 
and late blight should come 
later. 

Of these, fusarium wilt is one 
of the most severe. It should be 
prevented by the use of 
resistant varieties, but many 
gardeners plant ‘‘old favorites” 
that lack resistence. Since 
Fusarium is caused by soil 
fungus, there are no sprays or 
dusts for control. 

Fusarium causes wilting 
because the water-and-food 
conducting channels are brown 
and ineffective. The plants turn 
yellow, lower leaves wilt first, 
and then the entire plant. This 
usually happens about fruit set 
time, but many occur anytime 
during the growing season. 

Verticillium wilt is another 
soil-borne fungus that has 
similar characteristics. Only 
laboratory tests can tell the 
difference in diseases. But as 
with fusarium wilt, it shouldn't 
happen because there are 
resistant varieties available. 


Diseases that can be con- 
trolled with pesticides are early 
and late blight, Septoria leaf 
spot, anthracnose and several 
others. These are best con- 
trolled with regular ap- 
plications of maneb, zineb, 
mancozeb, Bravo or Dyrene. Do 
not spray maneb, zineb, or 
mancozeb within five days of 
harvest. 

Leaf roll and blossom-end rot 
are usually physicological and 
related to culture and weather. 
No chemical control is used for 
them 

Good cultural practices are 
also an aid to tomato disease 
control. Staking or caging and 
providing good air circulation 
will help prevent foliar 
diseases, and mulching will 
help prevent fruit rots

New enemy for those 
who cheat consumers

SPRINGFIELD — 
Businessmen who cheat 
customers probably will find 
the new chief of the Attorney 
General’s Consumer 
Protection Division to be a 
formidable enemy. They 
could end up in jail, if she gets 
ber way. 

Susan Pierson DeWitt, a 
toughtalking lawyer from 
northern Illinois, thinks the 
division could take a stronger 
position in some cases. 

She says, legislation is 
needed to give consumer 
protection officials the right 

to seek criminal as well as 
civil penalties. The Consumer 
Protection Division at 
present can seek a court 
ruling preventing an errant 
company from doing 
business. It can seek up to 
$50,000 in civil penalties and 
get restitution for defrauded 
consumers, 


“To me, there's no 
difference between a person 
who steals your wallet and 
one who takes $200 from you 
to install a patio, but has no 
intention of doing it,” DeWitt 
said in an interview. 

“All we can do now is ask 
them to stop doing it, but if 
they don’t have the money, 
they can just laugh at us. We 
need to ask the General 
Assembly to broaden the 
power of the (Consumer 
Fraud) Act to include 

inal enforcement.”’ 

DeWitt thinks chances of 
legislation passage are good 
if the Attorney General 
receives support from the 
State association of. state’s 


attorneys. 

“They don’t like the idea of 
us having some criminal 
power, but my experience 
indicates state’s attorneys 
don’t want to be bothered 
with theft by deception cases 


because their hands are full 
with felonies,” she said. “If 
we approach it the right way, 
I think we'll be able to 
convince them. 

“I already have an aide 
doing research on bills that 
have been introduced in the 
legislature to see why they 
failed,” DeWitt added. ‘‘We 
need to get some background. 
Then, we'll draft something." 

Stie also would like to 
require used car and auto 
repair dealers, as well as 
contractors and 
subcontractors, to have 
licenses.

DeWitt said the Consumer 
Protection Division could get 
one or two more attorneys 
soon, which would help solve 
the problem. She says one 
reason the division has 
settled out of court so often in 
the past primarily is because 
its staff is too small. 

DeWitt recently replaced 
Tim Bonansinga, who 
resigned to go into private 
law practice. She has 
received several honors, 
including having her name 
listed in “Who's Who in 
American Law,” ‘Who's Who 
in American Women,” 
“Outstanding Young Women 
in America” and ‘‘Who’s Who 
in American Politics.”

hiked 
at SIUE 


Increases in rental rates for 
University Housing on the 
Edwardsville campus were 
approved Thursday by the 
Southern Illinois University 
Board of Trustees. The in- 
creases will go into effect Sept. 
1 


The rate increase for family 
units ranges from $12 to $15 per 
month, depending on the type of 
unit, Families now paying $140 
per month for a two-bedroom 
unfurnished housing unit will 
pay $152 when the increase goes 
into effect. Families paying $150 
for a two-bedroom furnished 
unit will pay $165 each month, 

Monthly rent. on a_ three- 
bedroom unfurnished unit will 
move from $150 to $162, and rent 
on the same unit furnished will 
be raised from $160 to $175. 


The rate increase per month 
for single student housing will 
range from $4 to $10, also 
depending on the type of 
housing. A student living in a 
two-bedroom-four-person unit 
will pay $60 instead of $55 each 
month, A student living in a two- 
bedroom-two-person unit will 
pay $120 instead of $110. 

Single students residing in a — 
three-bedroom-six-person will 
pay $49 instead of $45, and those 
living in a three-bedroom-three- 
person unit will each pay $98 
instead of $90 each month. 


Rental for a student living in 
the double room ac- 
commodations of a two- 
bedroom-three-bedroom —_unit 
will be $60 per month while the 
student living in the single room 
of the accommodations will pay 
$90. 

University officers said that 
during the past year, increases 
in the cost of operations and 
improvements in maintenance 
services for University Housing 
at SIUE have exceeded the 
revenues generated from 
renting the units. 

Without the increase in rental 
rates, officers estimated that 
the Fiscal Year '79 operating 
deficit for University Housing 
at the Edwardsville campus 
would be $75,000. 

The situation has been 
blamed primarily on in- 
flationary increases, increases 
in utility rates and housing 
personnel costs, and the in- 
Stitution of a program of 
scheduled maintenance ser- 
vices for the housing units, 
officers said.

GC air still worst in 
state, but improving 


While Granite City air con- 
tinued to be the worst in the 
state during 1977, the quality of 
the air is showing im- 
provement, according to the 
Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency annual 
report released during the 
weekend. 

‘The air monitoring station af 
the home of Alderman William 
Dallas, 2001 E. 20th St., across 
from the Granite City Steel 
basic oxygen furnace building, 
continued to record the highest 
devel of suspended particulate 
Matter in the state with an 
average of 186 micrograms per 
‘cubic meter of air, far above a 
State standard. of 75 
micrograms, considered the 
Jevel at which pollution can 
harm health, particularly in 
susceptible persons. 

Second in the state was a 
school in Chicago at 170 parts 
per million, but Granite City 
sites also took third, fourth, 
sixth and seventh, ninth, 10th, 
25th and 28th among the state’s 
monitors 

‘Third is 133 at the Norfolk and 
Western Railroad tracks, and 
fourth is 131 at 15th Street and 
Madison Avenue. Tied for sixth 
and seventh are 23rd Street and 
Madison Avenue and 23rd Street 


and Nameoki Road with 
readings of 112 each. 

Ninth was an average reading 
of 108 at the city hall and 10th 
was a 107 reading at Roosevelt 
Avenue and Rock Road in West 
Granite City. 

Twenty-fifth went to 2040 
Johnson road with an average 
reading of 84 and Lake School 
averaged 81 for 28th dirtiest in 
the state 


Granite City Mayor Paul 
Schuler told the Press-Record 
this morning that he is con- 
cerned with the quality’ of the 
air in Granite City, but said the 
state studies “fail to mention 
the pollution coming from St. 
Louis, on the prevailing winds.” 

The report shows St. Louis 


had 140 days of unhealthy air 
last year 

James Henry, engineer for 
the Granite City Air Pollution 
Control Board, noted the study 
shows significant improvement 
in the air here since monitoring 
was begun in 1967. He said 
further improvement is an 
ticipated when Granite City 
Steel opens new coke ovens in 
December af 1979. 

Henry noted, however, that 
pollution levels have increased 
slightly over the last three 


Court upholds 
Bishop's ruling 


Associate Judge P. J. O'Neal 
issued a temporary injunction 
Saturday forbidding the former 
board of the Holy Trinity

Constantine Michaeloff Jr., 
former president of the board 
who was removed from office 
by the Bishop, could not be 
reached for comment 

The injunction stopped the 
church board from holding a 
meeting of the congregation 
Sunday 

Bishop Simeon has called a 
meeting Sunday, July 23, 
following church services which 

— begin at 9:30 a.m. 

‘The Bishop in a letter said the 
Parishioners will be given the 
opportunity to express them- 
selves and ask any questions 

At the July 23 meeting, 12 
church board members and six 
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auditors will be elected to serve 
until the next — general 
parishoner’s meeting that will 
take place in February 1979 
The controversy began when 
the former board dismissed the 
Rev. Peter Stamboldjiev, 
dissatisfaction over the han- 
dling of church funds and 
allegiance with the Patriarch of 
Bulgaria and the Bulgarian

Robert McClory of Lake 
Bluff, ranking Republican on 
the committee and a longtime 
ERA supporter who has rankled 
Pro-ERA forces by opposing the 
extension. 

McClory believes Rep. Don 
Edwards, D-Calif., can muster 
the 18 votes needed to clear 
committee only by shortening 
the extension from seven years 
to three or four years. 

The current deadline is 
March 22, 1979, and the ERA 
advocates are three states shy 
of the 38 needed for ratification. 

Counts vary on the number of 
committee members who will 
vote for deadline extension.

Although McClory was the 
primary House Republican 
sponsor of the resolution which 
submitted the ERA to the states 
in 1972, he remains opposed to 
extending the original seven- 
year deadline. 

“It would indicate there is no 
chance of ratification before 
next March, and that they (the 
Pro-ERA forces) are throwing 
in the sponge as far as 
ratification within the original 
seven-year period is con- 
cerned,” McClory said. 

McClory would prefer to see 
the ERA advocates make an all- 
out effort before March 22 in 
Illinois and other states which 
have yet to ratify ERA. 

Although the Mlinois 
legislature twice this year has 
rejected the proposed con- 
stitutional amendment, 
McClory said he feels it would 


be™epproved when the state 
lawmakers return in November 
for @ post-election session. 

But sentiment in Washington 
has not been altered, he 
believes. 


Recaps demonstration 
here 9 by ERA supporters 
produced no changes except 
possibly to “harden the op- 
position”, McClory said. 

And the ERA supporters who 
called McClory from the House 
chambers July 10 did nothing to 
soften his opposition ot the 
deadline extension. 

“Some of them were quite 
offensive,” he said. 

McClory said they questioned 
his sincerity and berated Gov. 
James Thompson, an ERA 
supporter, for allowing Lt. Gov. 
Dave O'Neal to oppose the 
amendment. 


McClory said he is wary of 
attempts to reach a committee 
compromise by cutting the 
proposed seven-year extension 
to a sborter term. He said it 
would be but a device to get the 
measure to the House floor 
where the seven-year extension 
could be restored. 


He and Edwards are in 
agreement on gt least one 
score: They both oppose an 
amendment offered by Rep. 
Tom Railsback’ of Moline, 

ranking Republican on 
the committee. 

Railsback's amendment

McClory believes Railsback’s 
amendment would: “‘throw the 
whole ratification process into 
doubt”, opening the way for

It still faces a fight on the 
House floor, and the Senate has 
been waiting to see what the 
House does before taking any 
action. 


Time for action is running 
short because the Senate wants 
to complete its work for the 
year by mid-October 0 
members seeking re-election 
will have time to campaign. 

If Congress fails to act, ERA 
advocates say they are not 
giving up, even if it means 
starting from ground zero with 


a new resolution. 


$1 million earmarked to teach 
nutritional values to children 


Assistant Secretary of 
Agriculture Carol Tucker 
Foreman has announced that 

.S. Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) will make 
$1 million available for nutrition 
education projects to teach 
children the nutritional value of 
food and the relationship of 
nutrition to health. 

Of the $1 million, $200,000 will 
be allocated for grants to states 


to conduct experimental and 
demonstration nutrition 


education projects. 


Approximately $250,000 is 
earmarked for cooperative 
agreements and contracts with 
states, nonprofit institutions, 
universities and rivate 
organizations to develop 


evaluation methodologies and 
innovative approaches to 
nutrition education for children. 

‘The remaining $550,000, to be 
announced in a subsequent 
Federal Register notice, will be 
used to develop media 
materials and techniques for 
communicating nutrition 
education. 

The funds are authorized 
under Section 18 of the Child 
Nutrition Act and are for fiscal 
year 1978, which ends Sept. 30, 
1978. 


“We believe these projects 
cant both increase children’s 
knowledge of nutrition and 
encourage their participation in 
the school food programs,” she 
said.

Boaters warned to guard 
against carbon monoxide 


With the 1978 boating season 
under way, the U.S. Coast 
Guard has renewed its war- 
nings of the danger of carbon 
monoxide poisoning on cabin 
cruisers and houseboats 
equipped with gasoline engines, 

Often, a back current of 
carbon monoxide-laden air is 
pulled into a moving boat, the 
Coast Guard’s Office of Boating 
Safety points out. The office's 
chief technician, Captain Jack 
Coulter, says that result can be 
deadly, and that the onset of 
carbon monoxide poisoning 
often is not noticed until the 
victim is too groggy to 
recognize the danger 

“Upon the slightest smell of 
exhaust fumes in a cabin, open 
the forward ports, windows or 
doors as wide as possible,” 
Coulter advises. 

Captain Coulter recommends 
that boat operators acquaint 
themselves with the availability 
of inexpensive, throw-away 
carbon monoxide indicators. 
The indicator is a small plastic 
square with a brownish, coated 
spot in the center’ which 
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451-1797} 
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SEE US NOW... FOR 
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changes color when exposed to, 
air containing carbon 
monoxide. The degree of color 
change depends on the con- 
centration of carbon monaxide. 

Although not generally 
available at marine supply 
outlets, ‘Coulter says the in- 
dicators are routinely used in 
and around aircraft, and are 
commonly available at 
municipal and private airports 
at prices ranging between $1.50 
to $2. 

“Indicators are not cures. 
There is no substitute for 
alertness,”’ Captain Coulter 
‘warns. 

But, he suggests, operators of 
gasoline-powered boats may 
want to buy several smail 
carbon monoxide indicators at 
the beginning of each boating 
season. The indicators usually 
are good for 3 to 4 weeks of 
exposure to air, Coulter says, 
and should be replaced when 
color changes. He urges users to 
follow manufacturers’ in- 
structions.

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Odometer law requires you tell all 


(Consumer report by the 
staff of Illinois Attorney 
General William J. Scott) 
Tamper not or else tell all. 
That’s the main message of 
the Federal Odometer 
Disclosure Law. Used car 
shoppers need to know about 
odometers and the law. 
An automobile odometer is a 
dashboard instrument with six 


rotating numbers that count all 
the miles a car has traveled. A 
breaks the federal law 
and the Illinois ‘Consumer 
Fraud Act of he disconnects or 
changes the odometer to 
deceive a buyer about the resale 
value and condition of a used 
car. 
Attorney Genera] William J. 
Scott’s Office of Consumer 


Fraud and Protection enforces 
odometer laws in Illinois. The 
attorney general, under both 
Illinois and federal law, is 
empowered to obtain three 
times the difference between 
the amount a consumer paid for 
a used car and the actual v value, 
or $1,500, whichever is greater. 
In addition, the violator may be 
fined up to $50,000. 


A consumer may choose to 
file a law suit with a private 
attorney. In addition to ob 
taining damages, the court may 
order the violator to pay con- 
sumer’s court costs and a 
reasonable amount of at- 
torney’s fees. 

Scott's office receives 
complaints everyday about a 
used car that turned out to be a 


“lemon.” Often an investigation 
of such a complaint uncovers an 
odometer rollback. Spinning aff 
miles from the odometer causes 
consumers double trouble: first 
you pay more for a car than it’s 
worth and later you have 
unexpected repair bills. . 

To protect the used car buyer 
against odometer rollbacks the 
law says what the seller must 
tell the buyer about the number 
of miles recorded on the 
odometer. This written 
statement called an

— must be given to the buyer 
before the title is transferred. A 
used car seller must state if any 
of the following facts listed on 
the disclosure statement are 
true: 


The odometer reading is the 
actual number of miles driven.

The odometer reading is not 
the actual mileage count.

While shopping for a used car, 
remember someone else wants 
to get rid of it. Ask yourself 
why? The odometer disclosure 
statement will give you a clue. 

After checking the disclosure 
statement ask the seller for the 
name of the vious owner. 
Contact him to find out if the 
odometer information is true. 
Ask other questions about the 
condition of the car. 

More odometer information 
can sometimes be found on a 
repair label attached to the 
frame of the driver’s door. 
Garage lubrication stickers are 
sometimes found under the 
hood, and the mileage at the 
time of the maintenance work 
may be on it. Compare these 
mileage records to the 
odometer reading. 

Auto mechanics initially 
gauge the condition and safety 
-€ a used car by how many 
aniles it was driven. A car witha 
false odometer reading may be 
un unsafe car. The hazard may 
Pass unnoticed if the mechanic 
relies on the mileage when 
working on a car. Protect 
yourself against this danger. 

If you're thinking of buying a 
“demonstrator car, be 
suspicious about the number of 
miles shown on the odometer. 
Have a mechanic examine the 
car carefully for wear and tear. 

If you encounter a person 
selling a car with an altered 
odometer and no disclosure 
statement send a ‘written 
complaint to the Consumer 
Fruad and Protection Division 
of the Attorney General's 
Office.

$13.6 million for SIUE 
building heads budget 


A multi-purpose building with 
facilities for physical education, 
recreation and athletics at 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville heads the 
University’s capital budget 
request for Fiscal Year 1980, 
approved Thursday by the SIU 
Board of Trustees. 

The capital budget request, 
which becomes part of the 
Resource Allocation and 
Management Program 
(RAMP) submissions for 
consideration by the Illinois 
Board of Higher Education 
(IBHE), totals $19.1 million for 
the Edwardsville campus, 
including $13.6 million for the 
multi-purpose building 

Capital requests for the 
Carbondale campus total ‘$29.7 
million, headed by emission 
control projects for various 
buildings at an estimated cost of 
$9.1 million. 

The resolution approved by 
the SIU Board included 
authority to include in the FY 
*80 request any capital budget 
project included in the ap- 
propriation procedure for FY 
'79 should it not be funded by the 
legislature and signed into law 
by the governor.

Dr. Kenneth A. Shaw, 
president of Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville, 
expressed opposition last week 
to proposals- by the Joint 
Education Committee of the 
Illinois Board of Higher 
Education (IBHE) and the 
State Board of Education, 
which would recommend 
phasing out remedial programs 
at the state universities, at the 
IBHE’s July meeting in 
Chicago, the Board of Higher 
Education voted to table until 
September consideration of five 
resolutions proposed by the 
Joint Education Committee. 

In his address to the IBHE, 
Dr. Shaw said, “I am in full 
agreement with an emerging 
national consensus in iden- 
ufying a need to provide op- 
portunities for all students to 
exhibit satisfactory reading, 
writing and computational 
skills."' 

Further, Dr. Shaw agreed 
with the Joint Educatien 
Committee’s recommendation 
that the State Board of 
Education and Illinois Office of

“The role of state universities 
in offering remedial programs 
should be minimized over the 
next several years. Within five 
years, remedial programs at 
the state universities should be 
phased out.’” 

In addition, Dr. Shaw opposed 
a statement in the resolutions 
which recommended that 
community colleges should be 
increasing their role in 
remedial programs during the 
next five years while the state 
universities are decreasing 
their role. 

“It would be a cruel hoax on 
the public and devastating to 
the future of education in 
Illinois to pretend the state 
universities can safely ignore 
remedial concerns within five 
years,” Dr. Shaw said. “While 
it may be comfortable to let 
those in the community colleges 
bear the brunt of this problem, 
past experience and good sense 
cry out for a more realistic — if 
not merciful — division of 
labor.” 

Continuing, the president 
said, “In my considered 
opinion, these recom- 
mendations set time frames far 
too constricting if we are to 
accept what present knowledge 
would allow. Nothing would 
give me greater pleasure than 
to be proven wrong, But I think 
we will seriously deceive 
ourselves and the public, and 
further compound damage 
already done, if we go forward 
in the illusion that universities 
will be out of the business of 
remediation in any definitely 
foreseeable point in time.” 

Citing an urgent need for

remedial programs, President 
Shaw said recent figures in- 
dicate that 42 percent of 
minority youths at the age of 17 
are classified as functionally 
illiterate. In a recent year at the 
University of California, 48 
percent of incoming freshmen 
at Berkeley and 45 percent at 
UCLA were deemed to need 
remedial English. 

According to Dr. Shaw, there 
are numerous statistics to prove 
that “this is a problem that is 
national in scope and over- 
whelming in urgency.”” He 
declared ~that huge ex- 
penditures and programs have 
failed to arrest the problem, 

President Shaw said SIUE 
currently is searching for a 
director of the University’s 
newly 
Resource Center and is working 
for continuing improvements in 
remedial programs. 

“Since our founding, with a 
continued presence in East St. 
Louis and a remedial writing 
clinic very active on our 
Edwardsville campus, we have 
been attacking this problem on 
every front we could identify, 
using every strategy we could 
conceive, attempting not only to 
develop language skills but 
seeking also to heighten 
awareness of scientific and 


created Academic | 


mathematical potentials,” Dr. 
Shaw said. 

The president emphasized 
that the University has had 
some success to build on, but he 
cautioned that the remediation 
effort needs to be intensified 
rather than diminished. 

“Years of attention to this 
problem, at enormous cost, 
have not brought us to the point 
where we can confidently say 
that the problem is being dealt 
with at full effectiveness at any 
level, any place. For any aspect 
of education to phase out a 
strong focus on remediation” 
would do the citizens of the 
present and the future a 
grievous injustice,” Dr. Shaw 
Stated.

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State library system offers something for all Illinoisans 


Press-Record Springfield Bureau 
There you sit in Grand Detour, Ill. (pop. 
500), wanting to pursue your interest in the 
rhythms of the upper Pennsylvanian 
cyclothems. 

But alas. A town so small it has to get its 
mail in nearby Dixon isn’t likely to have 
much on the subject in the local library. It 
isn't even likely to have a library. 

But our hypothetical Grand Detour 
resident, like the rest of Illinois citizens, 
needn't give up the thirst for knowledge. 

Because he lives in Illinois, help is as 
close as — in his case — the Northern 
Illinois Library system, onc of 18 regional 
systems which blanket the state, and the 
Illinois State Library. 

Together they and three other research 
and reference centers form a 
sophisticated, automated complex which 
can put an Illinois resident, no matter 
where he or she lives, in touch with over 
six million items. 

Whether your interest is the rhythms of 
those cyclothems (a study of the thickness 
of glacial drift in DuPage County), or in 
the Tzotzil Indians of Zenocantan, in 

_ ¢cluniac monasticism or the ecology of the 
Isle Royale moose, you can be sure of 
several things: 

One, somebody someplace bas at some 
time published a book on it. 

Two, you can almost certainly get a 
copy through the state library program. 

Originally, the state library was 
established to serve state government and 
provide services to the state’s elected 
off Is. That's still one of its chief 
services. The state librarian is 
automatically the secretary of state. 

Its other main thrust is in research and 

. teference. As of last Jan. 31, the Illinois 
State Library had on hand 2,964,757 items, 
including 1,415,199 federal documents and 
164,131 state documents 

Since the state library is a federal 
depository, those publications, like Ole’ 
Man River, just keep flowin’ in, with very 
little ever flowing out of the collection 

The result is crowding on a giant scale 
— on two floors in Centennial Building 
where the library is housed, hallways have 


been equipped with shelves, desks and file 
cases to create what may be state 
government's longest, skinniest, “offices” 
— half a building long but only five or six 
feet wide. 

There should be a sfaff of 137, according 
to Library Director Kathryn Gesterfield. 
But currently the staff numbers 125, 
including 10 reference librarians who may, 
says reference coordinator Mary 
Redmond, get up to 12 or 15 requests for 
information daily on a busy day. 

Staff turnover is high, says Mrs. 
Gesterfield, especially among employees 
who may have to travel an hour or more to 
get to work. The rate, understandably, 
goes up in winter. 

And, says Bert Halcli, head of public 
services, many employees find the 
disadvantages of being a state worker 
outweigh the advantages. So they move to 
the private sector when the chance arises. 

While they are state employees they — 
like all state workers — do have access to 
the services of the-state library, a benefit 
denied the populace at large except 
through the cooperational services to 
regional library systems. Anyone, through, 
can walk in and request any item on hand 
for use on the premises. 


There's a catch — state workers are only 
supposed to check out materials needed 
for their particular jobs. Most use the 
reference materials in the library without 
checking it out, says Mrs. Gesterfield, and 
the biggest use comes from agencies doing 
legislative research. 

‘A legislator, says Redmond, may call the 
reference staff for medical information on 
cystic fibrosis, if the legislator is drafting a 
bill on cystic fibrosis. 

Or he may want to know how many 
other states have bills on the subject, or if 
there have been any court cases on this or 
some other topic. 

The staff learns to work fast. “Usually 
they call and say, ‘I'm sending my 
secretary over to pick up anything you 
have on...” laughs Redmond. 

The Illinois State Library, it would seem, 
has a little something for everybody 


Below-cost steel imports continue at a disturbing level 


Although down from a near-record level 
the previous month, steel imports in May 
still reached the “disturbingly high” figure 
of 1,511,000 tons, according to American 
Iron and Steel Institute Chairman Lewis 
W. Foy. 

He cited new government data which 
revealed that through the first five months 
of 1978, 8,432,000 tons of foreign steel had 
entered this country, including a sharp 
increase in imports from countries other 
than Japan and the European Economic 
Community. In the same period of 1977, 
6,231,000 tons of steel imports entered the 
US 

“T am disappointed with the result of the 
trigger price mechanism,” said Foy. “It is 
obvious that it has not been effective to 
date.“ 

Through May, this year's trade deficit in 
steel reached nearly $2.4 billion, compared 
with $1.4 billion in the same period last 
year. Foy said the May import tonnage was 
especially disappointing, since it was 
anticipated the actual level would be about 
a half a million tons less. 


He cited what he called “a cause for 
concern” in the May import figures. He 
noted that 676,000 tons — or almost 45 
percent of the total in May — came from 
world sources other than Japan and the 
EEC: By contrast, in May 1977, imports 
from countries other than Japan and the 


EEC were 353,000 tons. 


A. O. Smith pays 
record dividend 


According to Foy, foreign producers 
still view the United States as the most 
convenient place to unload surplus steel. 
He said the steel industry of the United 
States can compete in its own market with 
steel from any foreign source — provided 
that our trade laws are enforced and that 
the foreign steel is sold as required under 
those laws. 

“Yet for two decades, we have seen 
most of the growth in our home market 
siphoned off by imports, often priced at 
whatever level it takes to move the steel — 
even if these prices are less than the cost of 
making and delivering it to this country. 

“In view of the high import rate, steel 
producers obviously will continue to 
explore alternative means’ of import 
relief.” He noted “the trend toward steel 
cartelization and steel import quota 
arrangements taking place abroad, 
particularly in Europe. These quota 
arrangements will result in more steel 
being diverted into the American market. 

“We are headed for a period of more 
disruptive international relations in steel 
unless trade negotiation officials of the 
United States, Europe, Japan and other 
steel producing nations can fashion a 
frame work to promote legitimate trade 
actions on steel.” 

A world steel trade. agreement appears 
to be essential if governments wisli to keep 
alive the prospects of world trade 
liberalization.

To put it another-way, 
this means that if the glass 
atoms were golf ball size, only 
one ball in an average single 
family houseful could be an 
impurity.

Freedom in U.S... . 


Is freedom assured or in 
serious jeopardy? Among those 
commenting on the subject this 
summer is the Rev. Earl C. 
Phillips, father of Mrs. Gene 
(Elizabeth) Briggs of Nameoki 
Township. The retired 
Methodist minister lives in Clay 
County, Ill., after serving in the 
Southern Illinois Conference. 
He addressed ‘the Hemphill 
Bible Study Class as follows: 

The United States of America 
is a great nation. The greatness. 
of the nation is in its freedoms. 
There is more freedom in the 
United States of America than 
in any nation in the history of 
the world. We would like to keep 
these freedoms for our children 
and our grandchildren. i 

Apparently many people do 
not realize that these precious 
freedoms could be lost. 

All people may not agree with 
all my statements and con- 
clusions in this address. That is 
not essential. It is essential that 
for the love of our country we 
recognize the problem of 
communism in the world. 

Let us now consider the 
beginning of communism and 
its advancement in the world. 

Karl Marx was born in 
Germany, of Jewish parents, in 
1818. He grew up a radical 
revolutionary. He was expelled 
from the university. He had a 
wayward friend whose father 
was a rich man. Through this 
source Marx received a con- 
siderable amount of money. He 
was married and had six 
children, He became an 
alcoholic and an atheist. He 
abandoned his family in London 
with no financial support, Three 
of his children starved to death. 
Two others committed suicide. 
Marx died in 1883 when he was 
sixty-five years old. Only six 
people came to his funeral. 

Marx left several books he 
had written. In these books he 
had a philosophy for changing 
the governments of the world. 

It seems incredible that a 
man of this character has now, 
through his books, changed the 
lives of more than one half the 
people in the world as well as 
the government under which 
they are forced to live. 

In 1917 a military revolution 
in Russia dethroned and 
murdered the Czar who was the 
head of the government. Lenin, 
with the army behind him, put 
the i

Lenin and Stalin, who suc- 
ceeded him, called captialism 
the enemy of the wor! . 

They set out to destroy the 
freedom of ownership, the 
reedom of the press and free 
speech, free enterprise, free 
elections, the freedom of 
religion and all the freedoms 
dear to the American people. 
They planned to destroy such 
age old institutions as the home 
and the church. 

Their plan was that above

States Senate had disastrous 
results. The South Vietnam 
people were placed in prison 
camps of suffering. Thousands 
eseaped to other countries as 
refugees. Many thousands 
escaped in leaky boats to drown 
at sea. It resulted in the million 
blood bath in Cambodia. 

But this action of the U.S. 
Senate did something else. It 
convinced Russia, Cuba and 
China that the United States 
never again would hinder them 
from enslaving Europe, Africa 
and Tiawan. We are now seeing 
this happen right before our 
eyes. Our government is not 
protesting with economic 
reprisals against the Com- 
munists. They are not giving 
military supplies to the African 
countries being invaded for 
Russia by Cuban Communist 
soldiers.

Field trials 
of operating telephone lines, 
computer connections, aircraft 
control systems, and other 
optical communication links 
have already been successfully 
demonstrated. As the cost of 
these systems drops, their use 
will spread until much of 
tomorrow's communications 
will be carried by pulse of light.

In the past two 
years their progress toward 
that goal rapidly increased in 
two ways, through their 
military power and the lack of 
resistance from the free world, 

Russia knows the U.S. will 
never attack them first. Yet 
they have built probably enough 
underground shelters under 
their large cities to shelter their 
entire population if they should 
attack the U.S. We have built no 
protection from their possible 
attack. 

Do they now have the military 
poner: to destroy the U.S. with 

bs first and then mop up on- 
the rest of the world? Who 
knows? Probably they do. 

May we now close the address 
on a more optimistic note. 

In a Democracy like ours 
‘changes can be made and 
problems solved anytime the 
citizens are informed and they 
rise up to make those changes. 
We can inform, agitate and 
vote. 

There is one other question. 
Does God intervene in human 
history? Can the of 
prayer prevail for the safety of 
our great nation? 

I hope so. But it may be later 
sthan we think. Wake up 
America! 


More road funds needed 


Due to extensive road 
damage caused by the severe 
winter, the Nameoki Township 
Highway Department has used 
all of its supplies oiling and 
chipping roads and is seeking 
permission from the county 
highway director to purchase 
additional supplies. 

Nameoki Highway Com- 
missioner Frank Mehelic told 
the Town Board of Trustees 
Monday night that about three- 
fourths of the township’s streets 
have been oiled and chipped, 
but that he has used his 
allocation of motor fuel taxes 
designated for that purpose. 

Mehelic said he has expended 
over $20,000 on materials for 
oiling and chipping materials 
and has used all of the materials 
obtained from the original 
bidding on the materials.

REGULATING WAGES OF 
LABORERS, MECHANICS 
AND OTHER WORKMEN 
EMPLOYED BY THE CITY OF

WHEREAS, the State of 
Illinois has enacted “‘An Act 
regulating wages of laborers, 
mechanics and other workmen 
employed in any public works 
by the State, County, city or any 
public body or any political 
subdivision or by any one under 
contract for public. works,” 
approved June 26, 1941, as 
amended, being Section 39s-1 
through 39s-12, Chapter 48, 
Illinois Revised Statutes, 1973, 
and 

WHEREAS, the aforesaid Act 
requires that the City Council of 
the City of Granite City in- 
vestigate and ascertain the 
prevailing rate of wages as 
defined in said Act for laborers, 
mechanics and other workmen 
in the locality of said City of 
Granite City employed in 
performing construction of 
public works for said City of 
Granite City exclusive of 
maintenance-work, 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT 
ORDAINED BY THE CITY 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
GRANITE CITY, ILLINOIS, as 
follows: 

SECTION 1: To the extent 
and as required by AN ACT 
regulating wages of laborers, 
mechanics and other workmen 
employed in any public works 
by the State, County, city or any 
Public body or any political 
subdivision or by any one under 
contract for public works,” 
approved June 26, 1941, as 
amended, the general 
prevailing rate of wages in this 
locality for laborers, mechanics 
and other workmen engaged in 
the construction of public works 
coming under the jurisdiction of 
this City of Granite City is 
hereby ascertained to be the 
same as the prevailing rate of 
wages for construction work in 
the Madison County area as 
determined by the Department 
of Labor of the State of Illinois 
as of May 1, 1978, a copy of that 
determination being attached 
hereto and incorporated herein 
by reference.

SECTION 4: The City Clerk 
shall mail a copy of this 
determination to any employer, 
and to any association of em- 
ployers and to any person or 
association of employees who 
have filed, or file their names 
and addresses, requesting 
copies of any determination 
stating the particular rates and 
the particular class of workmen 
whose wages will be affected by 
such rates. 

SECTION 5: The City Clerk 
shall promptly file a certified 
copy of this Ordinance with both 
the Secretary of State and the 
Department of Labor of the 
State of Illinois.
